Kingdome, under pre- 
tence of ſome Authority from both Cur Houſes 
of Parliament, and the fake 15 done by Our con- 
ſent , and for the {afety of Our Perſen, whereby 
many of Our loving Subjedts are miſled and engag- 
ed in undutifull and diſloyall Actiens againſt Us, 
as diſturbers of the Peace ; Wedo, for the Infor- 
matioa of all our Good Subjects , that they may 
be ro longer corrupted or ſeduced by theſe falſe 
and Jamnable 1nfulions, declare, That We do dif- 
avow Our confent to any of the ptetended Ordi. 
nance 
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- nances, and do? proteſt againſ the ſame, and all 
'the proceedings thereupon , as ſeditious and 
'xreafgnable to our Perſon, Crowve, and Digni- 

tie, And doe declare, That the Army now un- 
-der the command 0; the Earle of Eſſex, and rai- 
{1 1nany part ofthe Kingdome by his direRion; 
or by the direction of any pretend. d Ordinance, 
ll 15 raiſed againlt Us, and to take away Our life 
ſl fronrUs, And that he, and all that ſhall adhere 
to him, are Traytors by the knowne eſtabliſhed 
Lawes of this Kiugdome : And thereſo.e Our. 
, expreſſecommand-to'yop and to every of you is, 
That you forthwith raiſe all poſſible power 
| for the apprchenitqa of. the fard Zarle or Eſſex, . 
| _ and his Confederates 3} and: that with fuch For- 
-ces'0f Horſe and Foot you ſhall 6ght with, kill; 
and {lay all ſuch as ſhall by force oppoſe vou in

Land ; And if any Fattiqus or Seditious perſons 
ſhall raiſe any power to oppoſe our ſaid legall 
Commiſſion, or the execation thereof, you ſhall, 
in yOu ſcyerall Counties, levie men, and them

Lord Marqueſle Hertford, who is Authorized, by 
Our Commiſſhon, Generall of Our Forces in the 
Weſtern parts 5 and to the Earle of Cumberland 
Our Lievetenant Generall for the County ofYork, 
and to the Lord S' range , and Colonell Gormg c 
And ta that purpoſe, you ſhall Levieſuch other 
Forces of Horſe and Foote as the ſaid Marqueſſe 
ſhall, by his Commiſs10n, give you power todo, 
under ſuch Colonells, Commanders, and other - 
Officers as ſhall be, by him, appointed or dire&- 
ed within the ſeverall Counties. mentioned in his 
Commulsion , as the Farle of Cumberland, and as 
the Lord Strange ſhall likewiſe diretin theCoun- 
ties within their feverall Commuſsions.

Our expreſle pleaſure and Command is; That 
you difarme all Popiſh Recuſants, and all ſuch o- 
ther dangerous & ill-aftefte Perſons, and Brow- 
n:fs, Anabaptiſts , andother Seftartes , as well 
Cl-rgy-men, as others, as bave teſtified, or ſhall 
teltifie their il] diſpoſitian to the peace & govrn- 
ment of the Kingdome. And you ſhall endeavour, 
by cauſing Our feverall Declarations, Meſlages, 
and Anſwers to be publikely read in Churct es, 
and other places, to clear Our proceedings from 
all falſe umputations and aſpertions;and ſhall from 
t1me 


time to tinie certifie Us of all chings neceffary for 
the publike Service. And that Oar direions to 
you, and your advertiſements to Us may have a 
cleer and ready paſlage,We do heceby Gommand 
all Poſt-maſters, That they do-not iufter any Let-. 
tzrs or other Diſpatches, to or from Us, to.be ins 
tercepted or ſtayed, as they' will anſwer the con- 
trary at their ntm»o{t pzrils. And if any bold per- 
ſon, by what authority ſoever, ſhall preſume to 
make ſuch ſtay: of thoſe diſpatches, you ſhall ap- 
prehend ſuch perſons,and ſhall give all afliſtance, 
and protection to thoſe perſons employed in-juck 
Diſpatches,

If you ſhall find any difaffeted perſons raiſing 
and parties again/t Us, ſpreading fcandals or im- 
putations to Our proceedings, Ike to diſturbs 
the peace of the Kingdome, you [hail cavſealt 
ſuch perſons ( upon good proofs of their milde- 
meanors.) to be apprehended and committed toi 
priſon , till they ſhall anſwer their offences in 
fuch manner as 1s agrecable to Law and Juſtice:.

You ſhall take from: the ſaid Rebels and Tray> 
tors,and their adherents, all Arms,Ordnance, and 
Ammunitzqn ; and ſuch as they have taken from 
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any of Our good Subjects, you ſhall reſtore a- 


gaine to the true owners, And whereas divers 
Seditious perſons, under pretence-of Commit» 
ons from tbe Barle of £ſ]ex, preſume to Levie 
Harle and Foot , and to collect money for the 


. Jame, you ſhall ſerze upon all Horſes, Arms,Am- 
munition, Money, Plate, or other proviſions 


whatſoever , railed or provided under any ſuch 


,Pretences, and without Qur expreſle Authority, 
for the fomenting , Or maintaining any ſuch un- 


naturall and unlawful War againſt Us, the Re- 


-ligion, and the Law of the Kingdame. And you 


ſhall aſſure all ſuch Our well aft:ted Subjects, 
who ſhall contribute any'Aide and Aſsiltance to 
11s, in this Qar great necelity \, or obſerve theſe 


Qur Jaſtruct ONS, Tha We will protet.the nN- 


with Qur utmoſt Power, and. ventuce -Qur Life, 
and Crown, 1n their, juſt D fence. Which Re- 
ſolution of Qurs, you ſhall publiſh and declare 
npon all occalions for. the berter encoutagemeat 
of ajl ar good SngCts in that hbalt.
